These 
enactments are nothing more or less than cx- 
pressions of the idea, or, policy, which, for the 
time being, seems the most advisable to those 
that create them ; and where they commint 
the observance of hich principle to day, thev 
may require obedience to an abominable mea- 
sure to-morrow. Moreover, the Law system 
aecustoms the publie to depend upon the pass- 
age, or infliction of this statue or that statute 
for the suppression of selfishness, crime or dis- 
order, and hence. interferes directly, with that 
close and prompt action for the | indrance end 
suppression of evil. which is desirable among 
the people themselves.
